You will recall that on April 5th last, I 
wrote you with reference to the standing of my son, Victor S. Grigg, 
lst. year Medical Student, who was at that time desirous of enlist- 
ing in some branch of the military service, 

You very kindly replied to my letter, under 
date of April 9th, and I gathered then from your reply that there 
was no reason why he should not receive his lst. year standing, as 
his record apparent ly was quite satisfactory. With this assurance 
he enlisted in the 0.1T.C. under Major Nee@ler, in which company he 
has been since that date. 

When the results of the Medical Examination 
appeared in the daily papers recently , he drew my attention to the 
fact that his name did not apvear. I presume this may be on account 
of him not having actually written on the exams. As pointed out to 
you in my letter of April 5th, I would not want to see him lose his 
year, and I would certainly have insisted on his remaining and writ- 
ing on the exams had there been any danger of his not getting the 
year. I understand from him that he brought the matter of his 


enlistment some time ago to the attention of Capt. Wallace, who under-
